9. That not with standing this fact and truth, and also the 
fact that the Indians have been treated worse and suffered 
much longer than Negroes, still the fact remains that the 
Indians are not rising up and taking the law Into their own 
hands, neither are the Indians doing any demonstrating In 
order that the many Injustices heaped upon them might be 
righted." 


I, therefore, challenge you Dr. Martin Luther King, to a 
public debate, to be held at the Richmond California Civic 
Auditorium on Friday, February 14, 1964, seeing that you al¬ 
ready have a speaking engagement here at the Contra Coata 
Junior College on the evening of this same date, February 14, 
1964, which should make It convenient for you. 

All the expense In connection with using the Richmond Civic 
Auditorium for said debate will be shared equally by your 
organization "The Southern ChrlBtlan Leadership Conference" 
and "Dedicated Independent Society Committee Against Raoial 
Demonstrations, Inc., (DISCARD), 

This means that there will be no charge for admission, con¬ 
sequently no Individual or group of individuals will profit 
financially from thla "debate" that will do down In history 
as one of the greatest historical events In the oause of 
Jesus Christ, truth, Christianity and righteousness. Christ¬ 
endom needs such polemics. 

Sould you for any reason indicate an unwillingness to share 
In the expense of the Auditorium, DISCARD will assume all 
responsibility for the total expense of the auditorium pro¬ 
viding you accept this challenge In writing, promising at 
the same time that you will appear. 

In this debate you may have whoever and as many as you like 
for "seconds," e.g.. Seminary professors. Moderators, Bishops 
Bible students. Preachers, Theologians or Educators. I shall 
appear alone, armed with Holy Scripture, certain information 
pertaining to constitutional government and other documentary 
evidence. 


10. That though it be a slow process, the Indians are relying 
Instead upon the "Indian Commission" to handle their grievan¬ 
ces in an orderly fashion and legal way, and little by little 
they are making galnB and progress which will ba lasting be¬ 
cause it is being done right. This is not true with Negroes 
that follow your leadership Dr, King. 

11. That you are causing Negroes to lose friends rather than 
gain frlende, and that that which appears to be gains will 
never last, for anything that la foroed upon a people by the 
kind of tactics you are uaing. . . will never endure." 

If I am wrong in my above charges against all civil rights 
leaders and you, then I believe that you owe it to me and to 
the public to prove mo wrong from Scripture, openly and 
publicly, for my views are also held by many well-informed, 
devout and slnoere Blble-belleving Christians and non-Christ- 
lans In these United States and throughout the Earth. 

If I am oorrect you should want to be corrected publicly (as • 
the Apostle Paul corrected Peter. See Qalatlans 2:11-14, 
and you Bhould desire that those who follow your teachings 
also be corrected. The tbingo involved are eternal verities 
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The Rev. 'C. Fain Kyle of 
Richmoond, who two weeks 
ago challenged Negro leader 
Martin Luther King to a pub¬ 
lic debate on integration, 
said yesterday the invitation 
has not yet been accepted. 

King will speak tomorrow 
evening at the Mount Diablo 
campus of the Contra Costa 
County Junior College. 

Rev. Kyle, a Negro, said he 
has made arrangements to 
have the Richmond Civic 


Auditorium available for de¬ 
bate at King’s convenience. 

“We both believe in Inte¬ 
gration," Kyle said. “I just 
don't agree with the way 
King and members of the 
Congress of Racial Equality 
are going about it. 

"They are pushing to the 
point that genuine integra¬ 
tion efforts are imperiled and 
I am prepared to debate this 
fact with him." 
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WHY AM I, a minister, involved in an effort to block Assemblyman Phillip Burton's elec¬ 
tion to the U. S. Congress? I believe that as my heavenly citizenship under God demands 
fulfillment of oertain responsibilities so does my earthly citizenship in a free nation . 
whose government is based on godly ideals and spiritual principles. There are forces 
at work today striving to undermine and eventually destroy this foundation. And so, 
because I love my country, because I am tty brother's keeper, and because I want my chil¬ 
dren to share in the heritage left to us by our forbears, I must leave ny armchair world 
of ideology and stand shoulder to shoulder with the/too few others who are fighting for 
the preservation of our freedom—out where the battle is being waged, I speak as a 
father with a stake in his children's future, as a minister calling for application of 
moral principles to government, and as an ordinary private citizen concerned about his 
nation's security. Mr, Burton's candidacy is vital to every American, because there 
are alarming implications in his public record on matters related to national security! 


PHILLIP BURTON'S PUBLIC RECORD ON THESE SUBJECTS SHOULD BE KNOWN BY EVERYONE: 

1. Opposes registration of Communists. (CITE: Sept. 1950 speech to S.F. Supervisors). 

2. Opposes U.S. Congressional investigation of Communist subversive activities, 

CITE: May I960 speech at Union Square to students (followed by march on City Hall 

that ended in riots). CITE: Letter of Jan. 1964 from Fair Play for Cuba 
headquarters here under the name of Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms (Lee Harvey Oswald was a member of the FPC Committee) endorses 
Burton and quotes him regarding the Congressional investigating committee:

5. Actively participated in Everyman's Peace Festival July 23, 1962, which proposed 
unilateral disarmament (i.e, U. S. should disarm even though Soviets do not),

CITE: Sponsorship letter, Burton headqtrsj Benjamin Dreyfus and | 

7. Urged that the National Lawyers Guild, legal bulwark for Communists, be kept off the 
Attorney General's subversive org'ns list, (CITE: Jan, 1956 public statement).

Headquarters for the recall 
movement is Richmond, Calif. 

Rev. Kyle, of Richmond,
